Our observance this July 18, 1965, in the historic. Indapendense Mall of Phila~ * 

deiphia, answers the wish of Congress and our President. in his proclamation oa 

duly 4, President Lyndon B. Johnson stated that Congress on July 17, 1959, requested 
the President annually to proclaim a Captive Nations Week with “appropriate coro- 
monies and activities. . euntil such time as freedom and independence shall have 
been achieved for all the captéve nations of the world," On July 13, Mayor Janes 
H.J. Tate of Philadelphia issued a similar proclamation, and on dune 2i,, Governor 
William W, Scranton had done so, citing "the plight of thoce made captive unter the 
heavy yoke of Communism." : 4 : 


Congress in its Joint Resolution of 1959 specified such victims of "the iu. 
perialistic policies of Commnist Russia" since 1918 as follows: 


"poland, Hungary, Lithuania, Ukraine, Czechoslovakia, Latvia, Estonia, 
White Ruthenia, Hast Germany, Bulgaria, mainland China,Armenia, Azer~ 
beijan, Georgia, North Korea, Albania, Idel-Urel, Tibet, Cossackia, 
Turkestan, North Vietnam, and others." ; 


In the last six years that tragic rollcall, instead of shrinking, has swollen to é 
include Cuba, off our own shores, and but for President Jonson's recent vigoruis oe 
defensive action might by now have included South Vietnam and Santo Domingo. : ee 


. It is to be hoped that Washington's prompt and determined action to prevent 
the Communist takeovers of South Vietnam and the Dominican Republic signals a Jast~ - .. 
. ing, Long overdue shift from appesement to not only containment but Liberation. 
Since twenty-five yeags ago, on June 12, 1940, Soviet Russia launched its secord 
wave of Red imperialien by invading and crushing the independence of Latvia, Ectoriz 
and Lithuania, it extended its slave empire over another 115 ,000,000 Europeans of "| 
seven once free nations and inflicted the Red tyranny on some 600,000,000 sstatics. 


When the Reds 25 years ago crushed the independence of the three little Chois:- 
tian Baltic nations, what Hungarian or East Berliner or Cuban feared that witnfina > 
decade or tio the heel of the Red slavery would be crushing him? Let us realize in

But it is the 
one and only ef¥sstive lever Washington has not used nor encowaged against the Bo. 
viet empire. In fact there is good evidence that at least until a year or two ago 
cur State Department has instead championed the presorvation "of the Soviet pelice 
system! in order to keep "law and order over 200 million oid Russians and many ad~ 
Gitional millions in the satellite states'',and frged this policy (evens on the Kato 
allies, Prof, Lev E, Dobriansky, our main speaker today, in his "Vutstanding U.3. 
Myths of the Captive Nations”gives references to this policy, which in effect makes 
. our’ government a parbner in maintaining the Soviet slave imperialisme (See p.13) 
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No wonder liberation so far has been nil and Red enslavement till a few months 
ago on the rise. No wonder more and more nations have become captive—~until fom 
tunately, when all of South Vietnam and perhaps all of Southeast Asia were aront 
to become captive, the present Administration firmly decided to protect then,

WHEREAS, President Lyndon B. Johnson on July 3 proclaimed July 18-2) Captive 
Nations Week for 1965 for the nation, and Governor William W, Scranton 
on June 24 for Pennsylvania, specifying "the plight of those made captive 
under the heavy yoke of Commnism," and Mayor James H.J.Tate on July 13 
for Philadelphia, declaring "The roll of nations held captive by Russian 
Communist colonialism, . . of appalling length"; and 


WHEREAS, this marks the 25th tragic anniversary of the Soviet Russian enslavement 
on June 12, 1940, of the Baltic states Lithuania, Latvia, and Estonia; and 


WHEREAS, Soviet Russian imperio-colonialism and communism also continues to en- 
slave Albania,Armenia, Azerbijan, Bulgaria, Caucasus, Mainland China, 
Cossackia, Croatia, Cuba, Czechia, East Germany, Georgia, Hungary, Idel- 
Ural, North Korea, North Vietnam, Outer Mongolia, Polend, Roumania, Serbia, 
Slovakia, Slovenia, Tibet, Turkestan, Ukraine, and White Ruthénias and 


WHEREAS, the dissolution of the totally unjustifiable and brutally totalitarian 
Soviet Russian imperic-colonialism over peoples that have the proven 
capacity for self-government is long overdue; : 


NOW THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED by the Captive Nations Committee of Greater Paila~ 
Gelphia and this assemblage gathered at historic Independence Mall this 


THAT the United States should consciously and professedly pursue a policy 
most likely to assure the disSolution of the Soviet Russian colonialism 
and communist enslavement and the speedy liberation in peace and freedom 
of all the captive nations; and 


THAT to this end, in the acclaimed conviction that conscience and moral pressure 
when rightly and consistently applied constitute irresistible dissolvents 
of tyrannical empires, the United States should apply every possible 
moral, economic, and diplomatic prewsure; and 


THAT all cultural and economic intercourse with Communist governments should be 
on the basis of concessions and considerations conducive to the eventual 
liberation of the enslaved peoples; and 


THAT where Communist aggression or infiltration become acute, or as in Vietnam 
and the Dominican Republic have become so, the United States should inter-- 
vene with whatever armed forces are necessary to repel the aggression 
and to forestall absolutely any further Communist takeovers; and 


THAT American delegates to the United Nations and other councils should press for 
; the complete exposure of Sino-Russian imperio-colonialism, including that ° 
in the Ukraine, White Ruthenia, Georgia, Armenia, and other captive non- 
Russian nations in the Soviet Union; and 


THAT, to implement American dedication to the eventual independence of all the 
captive nations, the House of Representatives should establish a Special 
Committee on the Captive Nations; and 


THAT a Captive Nations Freedom Stamp series should be inaugurated and a Freedom 
Academy established; and find ly 


THAT copies of these RESOLUTIONS be transmitted to the President of the United 
States the Secretary of State, both senators from Pennsylvania, all the 
representatives of the Greater Philadelphia area, and to the news papers, 
radio and television stations of the area,
